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DETAILED ACTION 

In the response to the restriction requirement, Applicant elects group I, claims 1-4, 
drawn to a triblock copolymer, without traverse. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rathi 
et al (6,201 ,072) of record on 1449. 

The reference discloses a water soluble, biodegradable ABA triblock polymer in 
that a hydrophobic A polymer is a depsipeptide, copolymers of alpha-amino acids and 
alpha-hydroxy acids, and a hydrophilic PEG B polymer block (see Abstract). 

Note that the hydrophobic A polymers have been disclosed at col. 5, lines 37-55; 
last paragraph, col. 8, lines 28-43) with various molar ratios and the WAMW (Mw) is 
between about 600-3,000. 

Note also that the PEG has been disclosed at col. 5, lines 57-60 and the Mw is 
between about 500-2200. 

Note also that the triblock copolymer requires two A components and one B 
component. Based on the Mw, as stated above and the Mw/Mn ratio of 1 .4 (see col. 14, 
lines 4-6), if the Mw of said triblock copolymer is converted to Mn, it would be 
overlapped with those in claim 1 .

The disclosure of the reference differs from the instant claims in that it neither 
disclose the formula (1) in claim 4 nor the difference between A1 and A2. However, A1 
and A2 each composed of a polymer having a depsipeptide unit, and they can be the 
same or difference. 

Further, the reference does disclose the required reactants having the claimed 
formula. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
select the A components from the reference within the limitation of the instant claims 
since they have been shown to be effective in a similar system and thus would have 
been expected to provide adequate results. There is no showing of unexpected results 
derived from said selection.
